Wind, 
snow amd rain combined to make the 
storm the- worst of the season, .and 
although much of the damage was 
done before daylight yesterday morn- 
even at a late hour this "morning a 
.great portion of the East is cut oH 
entirely from telegraphic communi- 
cation. 


'. Wires are down throughout New 


"York, West Virginia, Ohio, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, and other states and it is 
impossible to tell.how great the loss 
*of life will prove. 
Many alarming 


Tumors have gained credence, but the 
-confirmation of several reputed disas- 
ters cannot be obtained. 


New York City was all but isolated 


from the rest of the world a great 
part of yesterday, and last night few 
wires were working into the eastern 
«lty. 


Wrecks on Lake Erie. 


On Lake Erie the gale was severe, 


a number of vessels being wrecked or 
driven ashore. 
. Twenty-foot waves 


.swept in from the lake, causing serious 
damage 
to wharves 
and buildings 


along the waterfront. 
At Lorain, O., 


the heaviest sea in many years' de- 
stroyed the government pier, threaten- 
ing to ruin-the harbor. 


Break in the Erie Canal. 


A section of the wall of the Erie 


•canal near Rome. N. Y., was broken, 
letting the water out of the sixty-mile 
level. . All vessels in this section of 
the canal will, be" left on the bottom 
where they ari until the damage is 
repaired and the canal refilled. 


The water works 
'reservoir near 


Chauncey, O., broke and the flood 
swept down on the town, one mile 
away, destroying a number of build- 
ings and flooding the city. 


.Throughout Ohio and West Virginia 


all streams were flooded and overflow- 
ed their banks carrying away bridges 
and trestles, severely interfering with 
railroad "traffic. 


Rumors of West Virginia Wreck. 
During last evening rumors of a 


railway disaster in West Virginia in 
•which 200 persons were said to have 
perished spread through the country, 
but advices this morning indicate that 
the train ds safe. 
A landslide near 


Hinton, W. Va., covered the track 
-with ©arth, and the report was that 
a Chesapeake and Ohio train struck 
•it and had been hurled into the Green 
Brier river. 
Wires were gone and 


it was -hours before direct news could 
be obtained. 
Officials of the railway 


at 1 p. m. said they had dispatches 
showing that the train'had stopped 
in time and was delayed, by the land- 
slide.

Menomonee Falls beet sugar plant was

>acity if the beets would be furnished 
by the farmers. 
The latter? were 


not anxious to enter into beet rais- 
ing .again after the experience they had 
with the first owners of the mill. The 
company offered to furnish a bond of 
$25,000 for the performance of their 
agreements with the farmers and sug- 
gested that a committee of the farmers 
be selcted to investigate the llnances 
of: the new corporation'.

given to the farmers.

To get 


ready for another shake up, Phillips 
forced the price down to"47 cents, 
and scared out a few small holders. 


But at the last he boosted it uj. to 49 
cents or four cents over Saturday's 
close. 


In all it was a very excited and er- 


ratic market, with about 400,000 bush- 
els traded in. 
Phillips sold 200,000 


bushels as his -day's 
transactions,' 


amd bought 140,000 bushels back at a 
lower price than that at which he 
sold it. 


When seen last night Phillips said: 


"My line ds intact and will be so until 
the end." 
_ .It is 'Conceded that Philipps has it 
in his power to put the price to $1 or 
over before the end of the month if 
the "shorts" do not come in before 
Friday. 
This will end the deal for 


this month. There was talk yesterday 
that the manipulation may be carried 
into next month.

KEYNOTES OF THE MESSAGE 


Washington, Nov. 27.—President Mc- 


Kinley has completed his message to 
congress. 


Keynote of the Meo»nee. 


The keynote of the. message is the 


question of the Philippines. Congress 
will have its attention directed to the 
fact that the islands are now actually 
controlled Toy a civil commission, with 
Judge Tart at its head. The .existence 
of a state of insurrection will 'be prac- 
tically ignored by the announcement 
that the trouble in the islands; is-now 
'only a degenerate species ct- guerrilla 
warfare, and the firm policy will b« 
announced to hold the islands as part 
of United States territory. An emer- 
gency government of a liberal home- 
rule character will b& recommended. 


The position of the president on the 


whole Chinese question • ae disclosed • 
in the message will be found to be an 
appeal to congress for ample support 
in his demand that whatever is the 
result in the Chinese empire an-open 
door to American commerce shall al- 
ways be maintained. 
There will be 


necessarily a description of the terrible 
trial to 'Which Minister Conger and 
fcis associates were subjected and a 
sketchy report of the brilliant service 
of the American troops on Chinese 
.soil. 


Tru.t. to B« Dealt With. 


Attention again will.be called to the 


fact ttiat it appears to be Impossible 
to secure from the states uniform leg- 
islation for the regulation of trusts, 
and the suggestion will be- renewed, 
therefore, that congress should take 
such action 'within its constitutional 
power as may be necessary to make a 
proper discrimination between what is 
injurious and what is useful an<l neces- 
sary in business operations. 


The message 'will show the pressing 


necessity for the continued use of a 
comparatively large army for some 
time to come. It will be asserted that 
with Porto Rico, Hawaii, the Philip- 
pines and even the Nicaraguan Canal 
to be guarded the necessity for a larg- 
er contingent of regular soldiers be- 
comes apparent. 


The president will'call attention di- 


rectly to the fact that the volunteers 
now in the Philippines must be with- 
drawn within the next six mouths and 
that their places must necessarily be 
filled before that time. 


Freedom for Cuba. ' 


There will -be a distinct promise in 


the message, unless all signs fail, that 
it is the purp'ose of the president to 
turn over the island to the Cubans 
soon, and the hope will be expressed 
that before another message is written 
a new and independent nation will 
have 'been created in the western hem- 
isphere. 


Regarding the treatment of 
the 


Nicaraguan canal project, there is con- 
siderable difference of opinion • as to 
the extent to which the president will 
feel justified in recommending the can- 
al scheme. As to his approval of the 
general project of building a canal 
there is no doubt, aad he will make his 
position entirely clear in that regara. 
The president is in favor of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty and will, not hesi- 
tate to say as much in an 
indirec 


manner, although as the treaty re- 
mains unacted upon by the senate he 
cannot so into the subject to any great 
extent.

We may wath propriety say someth- 


ing in reference to the studies of na- 
ture because superstitition still lingers 
in some minds that no subjects_are 
disciplinary ecept 
languages 
and 


mathematics. 
Students are trained 


in the perceptive faculty because of 
the necessity of observing and de- 
scribing natural phenomena. 
The de- 


scription of the leav.es which are fall- 
ing by the myriads demands perspic- 
uity and precision of expression which

•itie science of medicine is made up 
of the results of comparisons classifi- 
ed by every writer on such subjects, 
so that when the physician prescribes 
quinine for any ailment it is because 
he has read the testimony of others 
who have made comparisons on the 
behavior of many drugs in such cases 


and it is important that we provide 
our population some means 
of ac- 


quaintance with the branches of know- 
ledge on which their welfare so large- 
ly depends. 


The 
perceptive faculties are 
the 


first to develop in a normal child: 
his first Questions are relative to the 
external world. The early develop- 
ment of these faculties [if he has 
not been snubbed too many times] 
produces a natural curiosity in regard 
to the objects of nature about him. 


Manifestly the only right course is 


to furnish education to this curiosity 
which shall guide him in paths of 
righteousness and truth. 


The most serious obstacle to the in- 


troduction of 
the 
scinces in the 


grades, is the 
lack 
of competent 


teachers. Teachers do not begin to 
specialize until 
they aspire to the 


high school, and therefore much of 
their information •would be bookish 
and misleading, and better no teach- 
ing than poor teaching. A seccnd ob- 
stacle to.science study in the grades 
is lack of time in the 'Crowded cur- 
riculum now imposed on the teachers. 
The mental effort necessary to crowd 
into a school day all that is expected 
of our grade teachers is conducive to 
mental w>aste instead of strength and 
relaxation. 


In the high school we may expect 


more mature minds will be able to 
observe cause and effect to such an 
extent as to be able to classify phen- 
omena which is the end of the dis- 
ciplinary purpose of the study of the 
sciences.

every point of view seem to be bot- 


and have concluded as the result of | any, physiology and ^ physical geog-

NEW RURAL ROUTE 


H. S. Ames of This City, Has Signed 


a Contract to Do the Work- 


Line of the Route. 


H. S. Ames of this city has signed 


a con-tract to carry the mail on the 
new rural route from this city west 
to Fishers' corners from thence north 
to the Evansville road, east on the 
Evansville road to 'tlie Rock River 
house thence south to the city. 
The
